The Strike Off In Memphis. 
PHis,

For a long time after the removal of 


<Jen. Lacayo, -whose dictatorial acts 
"brought about liis downfall through 
the demand of the United States gov- 
ernment, 
everything 
went 
along 


peacefully at tlie reservation. ^ otmg- 
Chief Clarence, of the Mosomto In- 
dians, resided in Minefields xmder the 
protection of the- British consul and 
the American wai- ship and nothing of 
note transpired until during the day 
of July 5 when some Indians and 
Nicarag-imu boldiers got into a brawl 
on the streets of Minefields and two of 
the soldiers were killed. 


This caused a great, deal of excite- 


ment, and it was feared that the at- 
tempts of the new commissioner, Senor 
Cabezes, to arrest the rioters -would re- 
sult in more boodshed. That night, 
however, before the authorities had 
time to perfect their plans, the Indians 
executed « coup d'etat which changed 
the whole aspect of affairs, and which 
the Kicarauguans charge -was incited 
by the Americans, and his resulted in 
an increase of the tension between the 
two nationalities to such an extent 
that many Americans have deemed dis- 
cretion tiie better part of valor, and 
left the reservation despite the fact 
that an American war ship ib anchored 
off the W uffs. 


About -the middle of the night the 


Indians made a clever attack on the 
bluffs where the Nicaraguan troops 
were quartered, and driving- them off 
captured all the arms, and ammunition 
and fortified themselves in the strong-- 
hold which Lacayo had built lor his 
Boldiers. 


A hundred or moi^ Indians,said to have 
been commanded by Young Clarence 
himself, embarked on a llatboat and 
stealthily. moved around to the bluffo 
until they were directly opposite them, 
and before the sentries, w ere aware of 
what was going on opened fire on them 
and on the troops which had been sud- 
denly cttlled to arms. 
The Nicara- 


guans, however, were sn surprised that 
they were unable to mtke any defense 
and fled. 


The next morning the Marblehead 


landed fifty marines and quartered 
them near the International club to 
protect American interests. This was 
deemed -necessary, owing to the hos- 
tility of the Spaniards, who attrib- 
uted the midnight attack to the incite- 
ment of the American residents. 


The cwmmissioaer immediately set to 


work trying to gather together his de- 
moralized forces and sent word to the 
interior by courier for -reinforcements. 


After -tine landing of the marines 


there were no more hostilities, though 
the Indians were still in possession of 
the Wuffs. 


It v as reported that the Indians in 


theii'ser''»r'were preparing tomove^on 
Blueti Id* in large numbers to annihi- 
late the Siicaraguans, and though 
they have not yet materialized, there 
is a vast amount of uneasiness there. 
It is said that the Nicaraguans have 
•warned several Americans to make 
themselves scarce under pain of death, 
but so far these threats have not been 
put into execution. It is reported that 
two or three soldiers were lulled in the 
attack on the blufls. 


The trouble on Corn Island is sub- 


stantially as reported in the dispatches 
fromi Port Limon. The foreign resi- 
dents rebelled against the native gov- 
ernor and drove him into the woods 
with a few of his followers; the natives 
came to his rescue and after a few 
skirmishes he was duly reinstated. 
There is no British war ship at Blue- 
fields now, 
theWagicienne having- left 


there nearly a month ago. The Nicara- 
guans have seized all the lighters 
used in loading t1*e fruit*teamers. and 
are preparing for a regnlar campaign 
against the Indians as soon <os the ex- 
pected reinforcements arrire.
